INTERESTING NEWS FROM 
GUATEMALA 

This last month, in Guatemala, has 
been one of the busiest months I have 
ever spent here. We have covered 
more territory than any other month, 
I believe—over 2,000 miles of travel- 
ing. We have reached from the moun- 
tains of the Totonicapan District al- 
most to the Atlantic Ocean. 

In San Pablo, from where I have 
just returned, we celebrated a very 
successful conference. This place was 
opened recently by Wayne and me: 
this time I went with a native min- 
ister and we set the church in order 
with fourteen members and a congre- 
gation of well over a hundred and 
fifty. We went by the dinky train, the 
only transportation to these parts. We 
arrived about eleven o’clock at night 
and had to find our way out to the 
town, which proved a difficult task 
since the paths were so dark and 
stony. The Lord gave us twelve souls 
during the conference. As we were 
planning to leave, a large group of 
children, who had followed us to the 
baptismal services, were yelling “vive 
Pentecostales” (long live the Pente- 
costals). We do not always receive 
results like this, so the welcome we 
received in this little place was ap- 
preciated by all of us. 

While on this particular trip a large 





commission met vs and begged us to 
go to a new field called Amatle. Our 
time and finances were limited so we 
had to make plans for a later date, 
but the many invitations coming in 
will be attended to, if possible at all. 
I sent three native workers to Amatle 
to answer the call there. There are 
dozens of these little towns that have 
been abandoned long enough, but we 
cannot do it all, we are too under- 
staffed. 

Here in the capital, also, the results 
are good. Last night there must have 
been a hundred who could not get to 
the windows even to hear. There is 
a revival spirit going on here and the 
Lord is really blessing. Our little 
twelve-by-twelve mud hut won’t even 
begin to hold our people. This city is 
large enough for ten or twelve mis- 
sion stations. At the present we have 
two and are opening up another one. 
The population of this city is 192,000, 
and the Catholicism is the ruling re- 
ligion, as usual, in Latin America. 
Surely this is a field in which to con- 
quer for the Lord. The gospel is go- 
ing out. The difficulties and problems 
are many, but the Lord is paving the 
way. 

The other day special services were 
being held in our chapel in Chiqu- 
mullia. This was a fiesta week, and 
the drunks, peddlers, visitors, and 
townspeople were having a stomping 
good time. Of course, this is where the 
Catholics always shine. They drag out 
their idols and march up and down 
the streets tooting their little minor- 
tone whistles. Anyway, our congrega- 
tion was worshipping in the usual 
Pentecostal fashion when the Catholic 
procession approached our chapel. The 
minister ordered the door shut to keep 
from being molested. As the proces- 
sion passed by and on up the street, 
the brother proceeded to open the 
door. He tugged and pulled but the 
door remained tight. After climbing 
out the window and looking over the 
situation, they found that the good 
Catholics had locked them in with 
their own lock, a nice sturdy padlock. 
They hired the local blacksmith to 
unloose the congregation of evangel- 
icals. The laugh was on us. 

We need your prayers, because the 
whole field of Guatemala is ready to 
harvest for the Lord. I have never 
viewed such a needy people for the 
gospel. They have no money, hope of 
getting any, or any hope of a life here 
in this world. I cannot understand

The beautiful auditorium was full 
to the doors. Over a sea of crazy-look- 
ing spring hats, wife and I watched 
the lights flick on in the choir loft, 
and the dozen trained singers file in 
and methodically take their seats. The 
organ moaned a Beethoven prelude 
while the four well-dressed ushers 
marched down the _  soft-carpeted 
aisles with meticulous steps to take 
the morning offering. 

Each part of the forty-five-min- 
ute service reflected much training 
and efficiency, and the sermon itself 
was previously constructed to be of 
the greatest interest, in the fewest 
words, to do the most good, and give 
the least offence. 

After the scripture reading a soloist 
rose and sang that very strange com- 
position known as the “Lost Chord,” 
which seemingly wanders from dream 
to delirium, and then descends from 
the sublime to the ridiculous. Men 
fidgeted, looked down, or out the win- 
dows. Few men like these screaming 
solos, at least not in church. And 
when the poor singer had exhausted 
her vocal powers in the difficult F F 
measures and descended to a hoarse 
whispered fortissimo conclusion, the 
restless men, no doubt, agreed that 
the “chord” was still “lost,” as far as 
they were able to determine. 

After the sermon, and the invita- 
tion hymn, the people filed out the 
door hurriedly, like sheep when the 
corral bars are let down, and went 
home—four hundred people—to sleep, 
or rest, or work in the yard, or go to 
the theatre to seek diversion from the 
steady grind of life—a life with a “lost 
chord.” 

When the sun had lost itself be- 
yond the western hills that evening, 
I drove down the valley to a certain 
little country church. When I got out 
of the car I stood awhile to listen 
from that distance to the song that 
was being sung. Like a long-lost echo 
from some distant homeland came 
the familiar strains of “How Firm a 
Foundation, Ye Saints of the Lord.” 
The full moon spilled a soft light 
through the sharp peaks of the tow- 
ering Organ Mountains, over the still 
quiet little valley, and down through 
the rare-scented locust blooms over- 
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snow-white little church the rich 
melody continued—‘Fear not I am 
with thee, O be not dismayed’—. I 
stood there in tears and waited to 
hear it through. I knew it could never 
be sweeter from any other angle. The 
harmony was not only perfect, but the 
singers sang out of their hearts a 
little heavenly symphony. They felt 
the message they sang. It came on the 
very wings of heaven. The “chord” 
was not “lost.” It was not smothered 
out in formalities. 

There IS no substitute for LOVE. 
Training, efficiency, and organization, 
as fine as it is, CAN NOT take the 
place of LOVE in the worship of God. 

The poor and_unpopular churches 
may have to work against odds, but 
where the candle of faith and love 
burns, there the “chord” will not be 
“lost.”

YOUTH FOR CHRIST CLUB 
During the 1946-47 term of Bible 
Training School, the Lord began to 
deal with Miss Dorothy Poteat and 
Mrs, W. G. Odom, two of the teachers, 
to do something to carry the gospel 
to neglected sections of Sevierville. It 
was this feeling that gave birth to the 
organization of the Youth for Christ 
Club under the sponsorship of Mrs. 
Odom. The purpose of the Club, accord- 
ing to the Club constitution, is: “To 
train young people for Christian Serv- 
ice and promote fellowship among 
young Christians.” The Club motto is: 
“Saved to serve.” The Club Bible verse 
is Daniel 12:3. Any student who is in- 
terested in working for God may be a 
member of the Club. 

Soon after its organization, the 
Youth for Christ group began having 
Street services in Sevierville.. These 
services resulted in the organization 
of. three. mission. Sunday Schools, 








which were held on Sunday afternoon 
in homes and in yards of homes, The 
average attendance at each Sunday 
School varied from around twenty to 
thirty-five. The group also held cottage 
prayer meetings on Saturday night. 
There are people in Sevierville today 
who are living for God as a result of 
these services. As some of the people 
among whom the Youth for Christ 
worked did not have sufficient cloth- 
ing, many dollars worth of clothing 
was distributed to them. 

Today the Lee College Youth for 
Christ Club is busy in Cleveland.

Text: Psalm 1:2, “But his delight is in the law of the Lord; and in his 
law doth he meditate day and night.” 


Context: Psalm 1:1-3 


In this first psalm David is show- 
ing the contrast between the right- 
wy ee eous and the 
wicked. In the 


first verse we 
hear him say- 
ing, “Blessed is 


/ themanthat 
walketh not in 
the counsel of 
the ungodly, nor 
standeth in the 
i way of sinners, 
Rev. P.S. Shoemaker ™°? Sitteth in 

the seat of the 
scornful.” In this statement, David 
gives three ranks, or ratings, of the 
sinner, of which the last is the worst, 
or boldest. He gives these to show 
what the “blessed man” does, not 
what he indulges in. However, there 
are many in the world today living 
under the cloak of religion and Chris- 
tianity, who are guilty of living in 
these three positions, or conditions, 
which the Psalmist has named here. 

If the “blessed man” does not find 
his DELIGHT in the things mentioned 
in the first verse, in what does he find 
his DELIGHT? “But his DELIGHT is 
in the law of the Lord; and in his law 
doth he meditate day and night.” The 
meaning of the word “delight” as a 
noun is “an extreme degree of pleas- 
ure, high satisfaction, or joy.” 

The seasoned sinner delights in 
serving his “master.” Some may say 
there is no delight, or pleasure, in 
serving the devil; but there surely 
must be, or else there would not be so 
many people living in sin. Hebrews 
11:25, “Choosing rather to suffer af- 
fliction with the people of God, than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin fora 
season.” There are delights and pleas- 
ures in sin, but they are temporary 
and short-lived, leading to eternal 
despair. Although the pleasures of sin 
are never so wonderful and glorious 
as the pleasures of salvation, the devil 
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uses sinful pleasures to deceive men 
and lead them to hell. 

There are those, who delight to 
walk in the counsel of the ungodly; 
that is, to lend a listening ear to the 
voice of the wicked and to follow after 
the advice, or counsel, given. The sin- 
ner delights, also, in standing, or liv- 
ing, in the way, or path, in which so 
many other wicked ones have lived, 
or traveled; for instance, the son who 
gets a “kick” out of walking in the 
footsteps of a wicked father. Then, 
there are those who delight in occu- 
pying the seat of the scornful. I would

Spirit- 
uality and outright foolishness do not 
harmonize, Romans 8:6, 7, “For to be 
carnally minded is death; but to be 
Spiritually minded is life and peace. 
Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God: for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can 
be.”

John said, “Love not the world, neith- 
er the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the love 
of the Father is not in him. For all 
that is in the world, the lust of the 
flesh, and the lust of the.eyes, and the 
pride of life, is not of the Father, 
but is of the world. And the world 
passeth away, and the lust thereof: 
but he that doeth the will of God 
abideth for ever,” 1 John 2:15-17. Also, 
read Proverbs 6:16-19; 16:18; Gala- 
tians 6:7, 8. 

Many find their GREATEST DE- 
LIGHT in making money, that is why 
in many instances they don’t mind 
working on Sunday, missing the serv- 
ices of the Lord, in order to make a 
few extra dollars. Some people, dur- 
ing the worship of the Lord, sit and 
devise methods to make money, in- 
stead of having their minds on the 
service and the Lord.

back and say, “You are all right, I 
will baptize you as you are.” But not 
so in this case. He called them vipers 
and said, “Repent, and bring forth 
fruit meet for repentance.” The mod- 
ern scribes and Pharisees have to re- 
pent to get in the kingdom just as 
you and I do. Everybody who gets in 
will enter by repentance, for that is 
the door. 

Many preachers have toned down 
somewhat on John’s message, but that 
does not change the Word of God. In 
Luke 13:3, “I tell you, Nay: but, ex- 
cept ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish.” Jonah was sent to Nineveh 
with this same message, and repen- 
tance is what saved the city. There 
has been no change in requirements 
since Nineveh’s day. They found de- 
liverance by repenting, and deliver- 
ance today is found in the same way. 
We are living in days when iniquity is 
abounding and the love of many is 
waxing cold. For that reason, these 
are not days to quibble over the ques- 
tion of whether a man has to repent 
or not.
